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Closure threat 
te care centre 
ter youngsters 


A RESPITE care centre in Harlow 
providing breaks for disabled chil¬ 
dren is threatened with closure. 

Essex County Council has started 
six weeks of consultations into how it 
can develop a better range of over¬ 
night short break care. 

The council is seeking views on 
alternative provision which could 
include ‘shared care’ within existing 
foster care placements, spot-purchas¬ 
ing placements in local children’s 
homes and bespoke or specialist 
short breaks. 

If it decides to go ahead with any of 
the options it could lead to the closure 
of The Maples in Hodings Road. 

Shocked parents were sent a letter at 
the end of last week outlining the pro¬ 
posals. 

Dee McCullough, 32, of Woodcroft, 
Harlow, has been taking her 13-year- 
old daughter to The Maples for 18 
months. “It was the first I, and all the 
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other parents and staff I have spoken 
to, had heard of any proposed clo¬ 
sure,” she said. 

“My daughter is given 24 nights a 
year respite care. Without it I do not 
know how I would cope. 

“I have a son as well and I get to 
spend time with him. It’s so impor¬ 
tant. The alternatives offered just 
wouldn’t work for my daughter and 
for a lot of others who use The Maples. 

“It’s a vital service and there is none 
other like it in Harlow.” 

Ms McCullough, who is vice-chair 
of the Harlow Fields School Assoc¬ 
iation, added: “I feel it is really unfair. 
Nobody has sat down and spoken to 
us about this. The Maples helps a lot 
of children and the impact of the clo¬ 
sure will be huge.” 

The consultation will not affect chil¬ 


dren’s eligibility or entitlement for 
overnight short breaks but may 
change how they receive them. 

County councillor Dick Madden, 
cabinet member for families and chil¬ 
dren, said: “This consultation is not 
about stopping provision, it is about 
responding to the changing needs of 
children and their parents and under¬ 
standing how they want to receive 
overnight short break support. 

“It is vital to stress that at this stage 
we are purely consulting on options. 
Should any changes be made these 
will be delivered in a timely, sensitive 
way with the full involvement of par¬ 
ents/carers and young people. 

“I know that respite care is a lifeline 
and I hope that we can develop a ser¬ 
vice that provides the best provision 
for the child and support for family.”

Trapped driver airlifted to hospital after two buses collide 


A CRASH between two buses left 
one of the drivers with injuries 
described by police as “life-chang¬ 
ing”. 

The 35-year-old driver, who 
comes from Harlow, was released 
by fire crews after being trapped in 
his vehicle following the collision 
at Coopersale near Epping last 
Wednesday. 


He was taken by air ambulance to 
Addenbrookes Hospital at Cam¬ 
bridge where his condition this 
week was described as “improv¬ 
ing”. 

Two schoolgirls and a woman in 
her 80s were also injured. They 
were taken to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital for treatment. 

The collision happened near the 


junction with Coopersale Common 
Road shortly before 4.30pm. 

Epping Road was closed until 
about 11pm while the two vehicles 
- a school bus and a commercial 
bus - were removed and police car¬ 
ried out initial investigations. 

Police said both vehicles had 
been heading towards Epping 
when the collision occurred near a 


bus stop. It is thought the school 
bus was stationary at the time of 
the accident.

Diamond couple still sparkling after 60 years 


IT was love at first 
sight for a couple 
who will be 
celebrating 60 years 
of marriage today 
(Thursday). 

Charlie and Phillis 
Ruane, both 86, first 
met in a London pub. 
After two years of 
courting they tied 
the knot in London 
on November 28, 
1953. 

“We met in a pub 
and yes, it was love 
at first sight,” said 
Phillis. “We got 
married when we 
were 26 and we 
moved to Harlow to 
be somewhere new. 

“We moved here in 
1961 and have been 
here ever since.” 

The couple, who 
live in Chapel Field, 
have five children - 
sons Charlie, John, 
Gerald and Kevin and 
daughter Bernadette, 
- nine grandchildren 
and three great¬ 
grandchildren with a 
fourth due in April. 

They celebrated 
their diamond 
anniversary with a 
meal with their 
family. “It was 
lovely,” said Phillis. 
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THE chief executive of Princess Alexandra Hospital 
has praised staff after latest figures showed a fall in 
the number of complaints by patients and rela¬ 
tives. 

Melanie Walker said the results showed the Harlow 
hospital was continuing to improve by listening and 
responding to the views of people using its services. 

“We have improved A&E and we are listening to 
patients about how we get it wrong or right and how 
we can make changes,” she said. “We have more 
staff and it’s about being really clear in the organisa¬ 
tion and that we always do the best we can.” 

Complaints have fallen from 75 a month to 15. 
“The really good thing about that is that at the same 
time we have seen an increase in compliments,” 
said Ms Walker. 

“In past years we have not been listening and now 
we are. It’s our job to listen, to care and to help. It’s 
important to remember we are a public service; we 
are still improving and still learning, which is actu¬ 
ally helped by those complaints. 

“We have great staff here and I am really proud of 
them. Their work, combined with our engagement 
with the public, is what is helping us better our ser¬ 
vice.” 

Ms Walker said that when she took on the role of 
chief executive more than two years ago most com¬ 
plaints were about A&E - the second busiest in Essex 
after Basildon. “We see a lot of people but now I can¬ 
not remember the last time I had a complaint about 
A&E,” she said. 

“It’s normal for a hospital dealing with so many 
different patients to have complaints, misunder¬ 
standings or mistakes but as an organisation we are 
always learning and creating a better service, and 
that comes from our patient interaction. 

“We are here to provide a good service - nothing 
more, nothing less - and we can only do that by 
being open and listening and learning.” 

In a bid to ease pressure on A&E sevices over win¬ 
ter, the hospital is urging people not to go there 
unless in an emergency, but instead visit their GPs 
or seek advice from a pharmacist.

There is an 
urgent need for a national strategy that is 
fully funded and engages all the relevant 
government departments if we are to stop 
the spread ofTB.

Green taxes not to blame 
for soaring fuel prices 

SIR, It is not green taxes which have 
pushed up the price of fuel, it is viciously 
greedy suppliers who have increased prices 


by over 30 per cent since the Government 
took office (‘ Robert Halton’s View from 
Westminster ’, November 14). 

Luel costs have risen by 1.7 per cent this 
year while prices charged to householders 
increased, on average, by eight per cent. 
This was nothing to do with Labour’s ’ 
green taxes, it was to do with the 
privatisation of the fuel companies. 

The dogma that the free market leads to 
more competition was never more exploded 
than by this issue. Big companies trounce 
smaller companies and absorb their 
business until they become too big for 
government to take on- that’s what their 
reaction to the fuel freeze idea truly 
exposes. 

The Conservative Party was part and 
parcel of this toxic ‘competition’ though 
they have tried to erase their links with the 
past demands for less regulation as well as 
their plans to increase on Labour’s 
spending plans by two per cent a year. Just 
as with bus deregulation, the big boys 
move in and drive the smaller companies 
out of business and we pay the price. 

Robert Halfon must think he’s got hold of 
the greenest electorate ever if he thinks 
this will please as we freeze. 

I am pleased for Mr Halfon that he 
managed to get George Osborne to suspend 
John Major’s fuel price escalator for a 
while, just as Gordon Brown did in similar 
circumstances. People almost had time to 
top up their gas-guzzlers in the two days it 
took for the fuel companies to take 
advantage of the three per cent non-rise to 
slap on a four per cent price increase! 

But there is a much graver issue: it’s no 
good cutting the green taxes when £lbn 
has already been given to these companies 
in advance. Any such tax cuts would come 
through one or two Christmases hence, by 
which time on current performance 
average fuel bills will have nearly doubled 
unless the Government has a crisis of 
conscience and sets up a regulator with 
teeth. 

Meanwhile the elderly, for whom no 
amount of lagging in the form of cardies 
and wooly hats will preserve a core 
temperature left dangerously low by not 
heating their homes properly, will end up 
either bed-blocking or in A&E.

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Former MR reflects 
on an eventful 
life in politi

MORE than 200 people attended the official launch of the 
autobiograhy of former Harlow MP Stan Newens at St John’s 
Arts and Recreation Centre on Saturday. 

The book - In Quest Of A Fairer Society: My Life and Politics - 
charts Mr Newens’ life from his childhood growing up in the 
East End of London, his determination to pursue a career in 
politics and his years spent representing Harlow in the House of 
Commons. 

The 83-year-old was joined by family and friends for the book 
launch. 

Mr Newens, who is now chairman of the Harlow Civic Society 
has written several books and articles, many on the history of 
the town - was first elected to 
represent the Epping constituen¬ 
cy from 1964-70 and then Harlow 
from 1974-1983. 

Following his defeat by Cons¬ 
ervative Jerry Hayes at the June 
1983 election, Mr Newens contin¬ 
ued his political career as MEP 
for the London Central Constit¬ 
uency, a post he held until 1999. 

In the foreward to his book, Mr 
Newens writes: “I’ve written this 
autobiography to record an out¬ 
line of my life and my life’s work 
which will, I hope, be of interest 
to people from various social 
spheres. 

“In my life I have striven at all 
the levels at which I have been 
involved, including the local, to 
seek to persuade people to come 
together and work for the com¬ 
mon good. This is still my aim. 

“I hope that my autobiography 
will explain this and illuminate 
the character of what I have 
sought to achieve in a lifetime of 
activity.” 

Among those who attended the 
launch were current Harlow MP 
Robert Halfon, Labour MP for 
Islington North Jeremy Corbyn and 
Labour peer Lord Graham, former 
MP for Edmonton. 

Speaking afterwards, Mr Newens 
said: “It was a superb event. We ran 
out of books; there was one long line 
for people to buy and another with

people waiting to have their copy 
signed by me. 

“I’ve had an eventful life and all 
kinds of people came. It was a very 
successful occasion; everybody see¬ 
med to enjoy it.” 

He added: “I am delighted that the 
book has been published, I always 
intended to write my autobiography. 


’’When I was writing and I had 
meetings, it meant not writing for a 
week which then took half a day to 
get back into it. In the end it took 
two-and-a-half years to write.”

Harlow community rallies to support typhoon victims 


KIND-hearted Harlow residents have 
raised thousands of pounds for the sur¬ 
vivors of the Philippines typhoon that 
claimed the life of Princess Alexandra 
Hospital nurse Jeffrey Ducusin and his 
son, Jairo. 

Hundreds of items of clothes, medical 
care and materials to build temporary 
shelters have been donated, in addition 
to thousands of pounds raised through 
various events. 

A spokesman for the town’s Filipino 
community said this week: “We are real¬ 
ly overwhelmed by the support of our 
appeal. We never expected it to be of this 
scale, it’s beyond belief how it has stirred 
a lot of generous people.” 

Mr Ducusin, his mother and six-year- 
old son died when they were blown from 
the roof of their home by the 200mph 
winds that struck on November 8. Mr 
Ducusin’s wife Joy, 37, survived. 

Mr and Mrs Ducusin worked as nurses 
at PAH and lived in Harlow for 10 years 
before returning home to the Philippines 


two months ago. Jairo attended St Luke’s 
Catholic Primary School, in Pyenest 
Road. 

Hundreds of bags and boxes of items 
have been donated by individuals, com¬ 
munity groups, schools and businesses. 
The donations will be packed into cargo 
boxes before being shipped to the 
Philippines. 

A concert organised by the Filipino 
community and held at the Princess 
Alexandra Hospital Social Club on Friday 
raised more than £1,600. 

The spokesman told the Star: “Thanks 
to everyone who have made it a success, 
to all the Filipinos who have participat¬ 
ed, united and shared their talents, to all 
our PAH friends, colleagues and family 
for their support and to the Harlow com¬ 
munity who made the concert not only a 
success but an inspiration and a memo¬ 
ry we won’t forget.” 

Money raised by residents will be 
divided three ways with a third going to 
Mrs Ducusin, a third to another PAH 


nurse whose family lost everything in 
Tacoban and a local aid agency. 

Residents are continuing to help by 
holding a number of events in the com¬ 
ing weeks. Next Thursday, (December 5) 
a quiz night will be held at the Colt 
Hatch Social Club. Teams of six can take 
part at £3 a head. 

A charity basketball match between 
Harlow Hawks and a team of Filipinos 
named the Pinoy All Stars will take place 
on Saturday, December 14 at Harlow 
Leisurezone at 5pm. Tickets cost £5. 

• Stephanie West, manager of the Tesco 
store in the Harvey Centre, joined staff 
member Jennifer Arguelles and mem¬ 
bers of her family raising money for the 
British Red Cross Typhoon Haiyan 
Appeal. 

Fernando Arguelles said: “The family 
gave up their weekend and managed to 
raise £1,000.

Police dog dies after

A MAN was attacked and robbed 
by two muggers in Harlow in the 
early hours of the morning. 

The victim, who is in his 20s, was 
walking along the track leading 
from Dads Wood and Playhouse 
Square at about 2.45am on Friday, 
November 15 when he was 
approached by two men who 
assaulted him, pushed him to the 
ground and then stole his wallet. 

The first robber is described as 
black, about 6ft 2ins tall, aged 
25-30 with a goatee beard and of 
medium build. The second man is 
described as white, 6ft tall, aged 
25-30 and of medium build.

Haul of designer 
goods found in 
warehouse raid 


POLICE raided a warehouse in Harlow and 
found thousands of designer counterfeit cloth¬ 
ing, jewellery and perfume, a court heard. 

Items bearing the labels of Ralph Lauren, 
Juicy Couture, Barbour, Hermes, Calvin Klein, 
Hunter, UGG, and Links of London were being 
stored in the building at the Harlow Business 
Park in River Way. 

Glenn Gardner, 54, of The Chase, Newhall, 
pleaded guilty at Chelmsford Crown Court last 
Wednesday to eight offences of possessing 
counterfeit trademark goods. The court was 
told it was his second conviction for offences 
involving counterfeit merchandise. 

He was given an eight-month prison sentence 
suspended for two years and ordered to com¬ 
plete 250 hours of unpaid work. 

He was also warned by judge Anthony 
Goldstaub that if he committed another simi¬ 
lar offence he would go straight to jail. 

The court heard that Gardner, who took over 
his father’s business when he retired in 2002, 
had nearly 4,000 items of brand name counter¬ 
feit items on eight pallets when police raided 
his unit with a warrant to search for stolen 
goods on December 13, 2011. 

Officers from Essex County Council’s trading 
standards unit accompanied police on the 
raid. 

At the time Gardner told police he did not 
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have any stolen items but admitted storing 
“snide clothing upstairs”, explaining that this 
meant they were counterfeit. 

The trademark proprietors analysed samples 
and confirmed they were all bogus. However, 
no value had been put on the items seized. 

The court was told that in 2008 Gardner was 
given a suspended prison sentence for a simi¬ 
lar offence. 

Glenn Harris, representing Gardner, said in 
mitigation his client was a family man who 
worked long hours to keep the business afloat. 

It was started by his father in 1957 and sup¬ 
plied fruit and vegetables to hospitals, schools, 
hotels, restaurants and retail outlets in the 
area. 

Passing sentence, the judge told him: “There 
were literally thousands of items and you were 
storing them, you say, byway of helping some¬ 
body else. 

“You were involved in this trafficking in 
counterfeit goods which is increasingly a prob¬ 
lem and widespread. It’s a form of theft. It’s not 
a crime without a victim. 

“Trading standards officers battle valiantly, 
but not always succeessfully, in holding back 
the floodgates of crime.”

Police warning 
to cabbies over 
bank fraudsters 


CAB drivers across Essex are 
being urged by police to be on 
their guard against being tricked 
into taking part in a telephone 
fraud against elderly and vulner¬ 
able people. 

Thieves posing as police officers 
or bank officials have tried on 463 
occasions since January to fool 
their victims into revealing their 
bank account details or to hand 
over bank cards or large sums of 
cash. 

More than 70 people have fallen 
victim to the conmen and a total 
of £274,368 has been stolen. At 
least one of the victims lived in 
Harlow. 

In many of the incidents where 
cards or cash were collected the 
thieves booked taxis to transport 
‘couriers’ to and from the home of 
victims. 

More recently, taxi drivers have 
been used instead of couriers to 
pick up cash or cards. 

Earlier this month a taxi driver 
from Southend became suspi¬ 
cious when he was asked to col¬ 
lect a package from an address in 
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Rayleigh. He contacted police 
after discovering that the resi¬ 
dent, an elderly man, had been 
asked to send £8,000 to a detec¬ 
tive chief inspector based in 
south London. 

Detective Sergeant Neil Hudson 
said: “The taxi driver was aware 
from recent warnings in the 
media that these crimes were 
increasing in Essex and we are 
grateful that he quickly realised 
that the elderly man would lose 
the money to unscrupulous 
thieves. 

“We are now contacting all taxi 
licensing authorities to make taxi 
firms and their drivers aware that 
drivers can be tricked into taking 
part in these crimes.”

Response to proposed youth 
service cuts ‘overwhelming’ 


THE public response to Essex 
County Council’s proposed £3m 
cuts in spending on youth servic¬ 
es has been “overwhemling” 
according to a senior county 
councillor. 

The council has seen an unprec¬ 
edented response to its proposals 
which include the closure of the 
ABC Children’s Centre in Old 
Harlow and the Sunflowers 
Children’s Centre based at the 
Sumners Leisure Centre. 

Cllr Ray Gooding, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for education and lifelong 
learning, said there had been a 
huge response not only from 
young people and their families 


but also from community groups, 
youth councils, local authority 
partner agencies and the third 
sector, all of whom voiced support 
for the service. 

“I’ve been overwhelmed by the 
poems, videos, blogs, drawings 
and petitions that the young peo¬ 
ple of Essex have taken time to 
produce,” he said. “It’s clear to me 
the strength of feeling towards 
the youth service and how impor¬ 
tant it is considered to be.” 

All responses and comments 
will be collated and analysed to 
produce a final report which will 
be received by Cllr Gooding next 
month.

And Harlow 
resident Bryan Wall has 
every reason to remember 
Prince Charles’ visit to the 
Cossor factory in Harlow 
back in 1978 - he helped to 
organise it. 

And our recent coverage of 
the visit in Nostalgia has 
brought back the memories. 

At the time Mr Wall was the 
public relations and publicity 
manager for the electronics 
company and so he was 
involved in making sure the 
visit went without a hitch. 

“I spent many days walking 
round his route on site and 
planning his stops and 
meetings down to the last few 
seconds,” said Mr Wall. “We 
built new access ways into 
various parts of the grounds 
and planned carefully who he 
would talk to. 

“Prince Charles flew 
himself into Harlow in a 
military helicopter and 
landed on a then vacant lot 
opposite our main building. 
He was on a whistlestop tour 
of electronics companies in

the south-east.” 

At the time of the visit the 
heir to the throne was seen as 
an eligible bachleor, 
according to Mr Wall. 

He said: “As he left us all the 
staff and workers came out to 
line the route back to the 
helicopter and cheer him off. 
After the chain-link fence 
shown in your picture, we 
had erected some low crowd 
control barriers to see him 
across the car park. 

“As he crossed the car park 
he spotted one of the young 
girls we had arranged for him 
to meet in the factory. She 
was holding her young child 
and he went over to speak to 
her again. As he bent over to 
say something to the child 
she took the opportunity to 
throw her arm around his 
neck and gave him an 
affectionate kiss.

In the 
event every national 
newspaper only carried the 
kiss picture and the story the 
next day. 

“The Daily Mirror splashed 
it right across the front page 
and reporters were camped 
outside the girl’s house in 
Harlow for a couple of days, 
wanting interviews. 

“Prince Charles was 
apparently quite upset that 
his serious visit had been 
brought down to a tabloid- 
level stunt but for me the 
problem was that our 
in-house photographer who 
had been part of the press 
pack all day had missed the 
picture completely as he 
chose that moment to change 
his film!

A CONSULTATION over the future of 
bus services in Essex has drawn 
responses from more than 1,500 peo¬ 
ple. 

Essex County Council invited bus 
users and passenger groups to have 
their say on local services funded by 
County Hall. 

The consultation, which ends on 
Monday, December 9, provides an 
opportunity for the public to comment 
on the types of service the council sup¬ 
ports and how it will provide financial 
support in the future. 

Although individual bus routes are 
not being reviewed at present, respons¬ 
es to the consultation exercise will be 
used by the county council to decide 
which types of local services will 
receive financial support and where 
“efficieny savings” can be made. 

Currently the authority pays £7.9m 
for almost 200 bus services, which gen¬ 
erally run in the evenings, on Sundays 
or in rural locations. 

Approximately 85 per cent of routes 
on the Essex bus network are commer¬ 
cially run and do not receive county 
council funding. These services are not 
part of the consultation. 

County councillor Rodney Bass, cabi¬ 
net member for highways and trans¬ 
portation, said: “The bus services the 
council provides should meet the 
essential travel needs of residents, 
offer the best value for taxpayers and 
be sustainable. 

“Given the challenging economic cli¬ 
mate we must be realistic and accept 
that it is likely that not all needs across 
the county can be met. 

“It is, therefore, extremely important 
that as many people as possible take 
part in this consultation and ensure 
they have their say on the types of bus 
services they value most.”

Ghost Stories 

Victoria Hall Theatre, Old Harlow 

STORYTELLING - the act of sitting and listening 
to a good story is arguably a dying art - but one 
the Victoria Hall Theatre bought back to vivid life 
for Ghost Stories. 

The Old Harlow theatre, which was built in 
1888 and only converted into a theatre in 1995, 
was the perfect backdrop for an evening of 
spooky tales. 

Directed by Simon Mawdsley, Ghost Stories 
provided just the right amount of tension, 
lighting, music and talented storytellers to 
create an atmospheric and foreboding that 
created the familiar nervous anticipation of a 
good ghost story. 

The short proses included Whistle and I’ll 
Come To You, My Lad by M.R. James. Read by 
Paul Johnson - who was fantastic, his voice 
leant itself perfectly to the tone of the book, and 
his actions as he read helped add a visual aid to 
his words. The Viewing by Edwina Moss and 
read by Caroline Petherbridge was one of the 
more modern tales of the group and provided a 
different kind of narrative for a ghost story that 
left me squeezing my hands with nervous fear. 

Kate Milner read The Room in the Tower by E.F. 
Benson, a far more visual piece, which was read 
wonderfully by Milner and applied itself well to 
the stage set adorned with old furniture, 
candles, abandoned artwork and a covered 
mirror.

The show was a fantastic reminder of the 
magic of a good story read aloud. It is every bit 
as entertaining and enthralling as watching a 
film or piece of theatre. It is unique in allowing 
the audience to use their imaginations, while 
sitting back and enjoying the show.

Suggs turns mid 
life crisis into a 
one-man show 

YOU'D think that after a year during which Madness 
lit up Buckingham Palace (oh that roof performance) 
and staked their claim to London during the Olym¬ 
pic closing ceremony, Suggs would be feeling pretty 
chipper. 

And perhaps he is, but the origins of his one-man 
show, Suggs: My Life in Words and Music, which he's 
bringing to Harlow Playhouse next year, comes from 
somewhere much, much darker. 

Suggs - AKA Graham McPherson - had just turned 
50, his kids had left home and to help matters, his 
cat had just died. Did he mope? Did he huddle up in 
a ball and hide from the world? Nope, because this is 
Suggs we're talking about. 

The Madness front man only went and turned his 
angsty mid-life crisis into a show studded with com¬ 
edy, music and a whole lot of chat. 

It starts with the demise of his cat, but spirals into 
what made him start wondering about his dad, a 
probable heroin addict, who walked out on him and 
his mum when he was three years old. 

Cue a few detours into the depths of his 1970s 
childhood, spent rambling about Wales and the 
streets of Soho before his music career - in one of the 
greatest ska bands of all time, no less - took off, and 
you've got enough anecdotes for a rather rollicking 
evening. 

The show has already been praised for fault¬ 
less comic timing, with Suggs oozing charisma and 
charm, and his mate Deano, described as his 'loyal 
manservant-cum-pianist', on hand chucking in a few 
witty asides. 

The Independent on Sunday said: "Suggs is an

Celebrate the 

cranberry 


CRANBERRIES are the staple fruit 
of Christmas, creating the sauce 
synonymous with turkey or adding 
warmth to winter punches, relishes and 
jellies. 

These beautiful deep red berries aren't 
only popular with us though, they 
are also adored by wetland birds, so 
this year, Wildfowl and Wetland Trust 
wetland centres all across the country are 
holding their first ever Cranberry Fest - a 
celebration of the famous wetland fruit 
and an iconic wetland bird, the crane, 
after which cranberries are named. 

From November 30 until January 26, 
WWT Wetland Centres, supported by 
Ocean Spray, will be showing visitors how 
to make beautiful cranberry decorations 
for the tree and cranberry bird feeders. 

The plant was first named by early 
European settlers in America who felt 
the expanding flower, stem and petals 
resembled the neck, head, and bill of a 
crane. Most cranberries are still grown 
in boggy areas of North America and 
eastern Europe. They're not widely grown 
in this country, although specialist fruit 
nurseries may offer a few types and the 
RHS also sells them. 

The plants do have some visual worth, 
as they are evergreen and low growing, 
with pink bell flowers.

uk) is a low-growing, evergreen cranberry 
with small, leathery leaves on lax stems 
that have an arching habit. Its attractive 
shape can be best admired when planted 
in a container so it can cascade 
over the sides of the pot. 

The tiny pinkish-red flowers 
appear in spring and are 
followed by tart dark red 
berries, a regular superfood 
packed with nutrients and 
vitamins. 'Early Black' has a 
spreading habit, evergreen 
leaves and large dark blue, fairly 
sweet fruit. 

If you have problems with 
drainage in your garden, the 
cranberry might actually be 
for you. They need extremely 
acidic soil, with a pH of less than 
5, and semi-bog conditions. 

They prefer sun but will also 
withstand light shade. 

If you're planting them in the ground, 
dig a hole 40cm (16in) deep and line the 
base and sides with plastic sheeting. Fill 
with an ericaceous compost and mulch 
with 5cm (2in) of sawdust or wood 
shavings. Punch a few small holes in the

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sides of the plastic just above the bottom 
to allow water to seep out. If you can, 
use rain water to thoroughly wet the 
compost and trample it like grapes until 
the soil is soaking. 

"Keeping them well watered is really 
important and early to mid-summer is 
critical," adds Hunt. 


"Most days you will need to check the 
pot. They have a shallow root run so a 
pot 12 inches deep would be sufficient 
and ideally you want a pot which is wide 
but shallow." 

In spring, feed the plants with sulphate 
of ammonia, sulphate of potash and 
bonemeal and top-dress with ericaceous 
compost. 

If you are growing in pots you can 
control the conditions more effectively 
by spring planting in peaty ericaceous 
compost enhanced with around 10% 
lime-free grit. You'll need to keep the 
plants really wet, so stand the pots in 
wide saucers that remain topped up with 
water, particularly rainwater, as tap-water 
contains too much lime. 

Feed the plants every week during 
the growing season with a product 
specifically formulated for acid-loving 


plants and you should be harvesting the 
berries in September and October. They 
will keep in the fridge for a good few 
weeks or you can freeze them or pop 
them on a tray in the oven on its lowest 
setting for a few hours to dry them. 

Once the dried cranberries start to 
look like raisins, they can be added to 
bird feeders, while the fresh ones can be 
made into festive tree decorations, using 
floral wire and threading cranberries and 
craft beads through it to form circles. 

You can also make snowflake 
decorations using a foam ball in the 
centre. Thread 5in pieces of wire through 
it to form the spokes of a snowflake 
shape and thread cranberries on to the 
wire, gluing a craft bead at the end of 
each wire spoke, to secure the berries.

A very Mary Christmas 


SAVING MR BANKS

ALMOST 50 years after Mary Poppins first 
charmed cinema audiences, Robert Stevenson's 
magical film continues to cast a spell with its 
lively characters, heartwarming sentiment and 
hummable tunes. 

Yet the colour-saturated fantas, which won 
five Oscars almost never materialised on the big 
screen. Australian-born British novelist PL Travers, 
who penned the series of books on which the 
film was based, famously rebuffed Walt Disney's 
efforts to purchase the rights for more than 20 
years. 

When she finally relented in 1961, Travers was 
granted script approval. Archive recordings of 
the meetings between the author, screenwriter 
Don DaGradi and songwriter brothers Richard 
and Robert Sherman reveal her resistance to the 
Disney-fication of her beloved nanny. 


That infamous tug-of-war between the writer 
and Hollywood filmmaker is recreated in Saving Mr 
Banks, an elegant and witty comedy emboldened 
by tour-de-force performances from Emma 
Thompson and Tom Hanks. 

When we first meet Travers (Thompson), she has 
fallen on hard times yet still refuses to entertain 
the advances of Disney (Hanks). Yet the filmmaker 
is persistent and eventually, Travers flies to 
America to meet Walt and team including Don 
DaGradi (Bradley Whitford), Richard Sherman 
(Jason Schwartzman) and his brother Robert (BJ 
Novak). 

Despite a touching friendship with her chauffeur 
Ralph (Paul Giamatti), Travers is unmoved by the 
re-imagining of her cherished text and eventually 
she snaps, telling Disney: "Mary Poppins is not for 
sale. I won't have her turned into one of your silly 
cartoons." 

Something has to give and it is Disney who 
realises that if he is to win over the author, he 
must confront the ghosts of his own past. 



Saving Mr Banks\s an embarrassment 
of riches, from the stunning lead 
performances to John Lee Hancock's 
assured direction and Kelly Marcel and 
Sue Smith's script, which intercut events 
in 1960s California with vignettes from 
Travers's turbulent childhood in 1906 
Australia. 

Thompson is formidable, tossing 
verbal grenades at anyone who dares 
to besmirch Travers's literary creation 
while slowly revealing the chinks 
in the writer's armour. Her screen 
chemistry with Hanks is delightful. 

Hancock strikes just the right balance 
between humour and heart-tugging \ 

sentiment, culminating in a glitzy world 
premiere screening where Travers finally 
shares Mary with the rest of the world and, 
in so doing, sets herself free.

The bottom line is that the ilO is 
quite a bit bigger externally than its 
main rivals. 

You get the biggest boot in the 
class, with a broad floor area to 
accommodate a medium-size 
travel case flat, instead of rival cars’ 
boots which might force you to 
stand it up or lie it on its side. 

The spacious cabin is dominated 
by a huge, full-width coloured 
panel on the dashboard in a 
choice of orange or blue - with 
beige restricted to the entry-level 
S model and red kept only for the

Premium grade. 

It certainly gives the car a 
measure of character, but it’s also 
a divisive feature, so get up close 
to form your own opinion of how 
it looks. 

Physical quality is as high as you 
could hope for in a car of this class. 
The plastics are hard and, in some 
cases, very hollow-sounding, but 
there’s no exposed metal anywhere. 

Then factor in the classy centre 
console layout and Hyundai has a 
good case to argue that the ilO has 
a higher perceived quality than any 


of its competitors. 

Practicality is boosted by the new 
model’s inflated size. 

There are more cup or bottle 
holders than you can shake a stick 
at, with one in each of the four 
doors and - depending on bottle 
sizes - up to four more between the 
front seats. The front door slots can 
take big litre-sized bottles, too. 

The glove box is broad and 
evenly shaped, so there are no 
problems stuffing it full of everyday 
essentials. 

There are two engines available 


in the UK. A familiar 1.2-litre four- 
cylinder engine is the range-topper 
and the more expensive option, but 
a new three-cylinder 1.0-litre unit 
steals the limelight. 

It’s gutsy at typical engine revs - 
arguably more so than the 1.2 - and 
with its characterful background 
buzz and tractable, flexible 
manner, it’s the one to go for. 

Its only flaw is that while 
vibrations are isolated remarkably 
well at the steering wheel and seat, 
the rear-view mirror does suffer 
from the shakes. 


It also has to be noted just how 
quiet the ilO is. Keep the revs low, 
and even at 50mph the cabin is 
surprisingly hushed. This is the 
smallest car Hyundai makes, 
remember, and even if it is bigger 
than the rivals it definitely sets new 
standards for interior noise levels. 

However, there’s only one version 
in free road tax territory, and to 
get that you have to drop from five 
seats to four (weight-saving) and 
accept the mid-range SE trim only. 
The rest of the models fall behind 
some rivals for emissions. 

Any other flaws to blot the copy 
book? That depends entirely on 
how you use it. 

If the size and parkability of a car 
aren’t as important as style, driver- 
friendliness and refinement, the 
ilO plays a blinder. Only if you need 
your city car to excel at parking 
in tight on-street spaces are there 
significantly better options out 
there. 

The new ilO is thoroughly 
impressive. It no longer has the 
energetic puppy-dog feel of the 
old version, having ditched it for 
a more grown-up and composed 
stance, but there’s no doubt this is a

T O maintain your car's 
reliability this winter it is 
vitally important to ensure 
that it is properly maintained. 

Regular servicing not only 
ensures better performance 
but should also mean lower 
fuel consumption, cleaner 
exhaust emissions and, of 
course, greater reliability. 

A good place to start is 
with a winter health check. 

Some tasks you may be able to 
do yourself but many garages 
and service centres offer these 
vehicle health inspections at 
this time of year.Just a few 
simple checks go a long way to 
preventing many breakdowns. 

In addition, a specific winter 
service check should ensure that 
vehicles are in good mechanical 
and electrical condition to face 
whatever the season might bring. 
Ideally these should include 
everything from lights and tyres 
to battery and starter motor. 

Tyres should be carefully 
checked as worn treads are illegal 


as well as potentially lethal - for 
you as well as other road users. 
Tyre pressures, too, should be 
regularly monitored. 

If you decide against the fitting 
of winter tyres it is important 
that you choose an appropriate 
tyre to see you safely on your 
way all year round. 

Battery failure is one of the 
most common causes of a 
winter breakdown, drained from 
accidently leaving lights on or 
simply passed its useful life. 

Sluggish starting is a sure sign 
that your car battery is getting 
old and that it's time to think 
about buying a new one. The 


I problem might lie with 
the starter motor, so ask 
| your garage to check it 
out, along with the fan 
belt. 

Radiators might be 
sporting leaks or cracks. 
Garages should check 
them and also test the 
strength of the anti¬ 
freeze mix. 

Washer systems should 
also be tested with water and 
cleaner being topped up to 
ensure optimum visibility. Hoses, 
too, should be examined for any 
cracks or leaks and replaced if 
required and windscreen wiper 
blades replaced after a year's use. 

Take advantage of the winter 
checks that most small garages, 
main dealers and service centres 
are offering over the coming 
months. 

You don't want to be stranded 
during your journey, so 
having your car checked over 
beforehand could be one of the 
best decisions you make all year.

cap England milestone

THE England netball squad has recorded one 
of the best years in the history of the sport in 
this country and at the very heart of its success 
has been Harlow’s former Tegate player, Jo 
Harten. 

Harten, who now plays semi-professionally in 
New Zealand, has spearheaded England’s 
attack as an unflappable goal shooter and is 
now widely recognised as one of the world’s fin¬ 
est attackers. 

The former St Mark’s School student and her 
England side are well established as the world’s 
third best team, but this year they have shown 
signs of being able to dominate the world’s best. 

A landmark 3-0 series whitewash over World 
Champions Australia, coupled with a series vic¬ 
tory over South Africa has been indicative of a 
team that is firmly on the rise. 

Harten said: “Beating the World No. 1 Australia 
in January was a huge reward for the hard work 
we have been putting in behind the scenes. We 
hold very high expectations for each other mov¬ 
ing forward, and we know the hard work is still 
to come in 2014 and 2015.” 

In the midst of this year’s success Harten 
achieved her 50th international cap against 
South Africa, despite being just 24 years old. 
And her plans certainly don’t stop there: 
“Gaining my 50th cap for my country was an 
amazing experience, playing in front of a huge 
Wembley crowd and winning the game made 
the occasion very special. I hope I’ve got it in me 
to make another 50 appearances and break the 
100 mark. I just hope my body holds out! ” 

Harten is one of the few England players to 
receive the opportunity to play semi-profes- 
sionally in New Zealand’s ANZ Championships. 
After making the move two years ago, Harten 
has not looked back. She said: “The idea of play¬ 
ing in the only semi-professional league in the 
world was the big draw card for moving to New 
Zealand. Playing and training against the best 
netball players can only be a benefit to my own 
game.” 

Harten believes the opportunity for English 
players to play abroad will not only help their 
own development, but also strengthen their 
contribution to the national side. 

She said: “I feel the contribution from the ANZ 
players within the England team is definitely 
beneficial to our game, and it also brings new 
and exciting styles of play into the English 
training environment, which is great for us 
when we prepare to play against Australia and

New Zealand.” 

After playing for the Canterbury Tactix last 
season, Harten has now joined the Waikato-Bay 
of Plenty Magic. The move sees Harten replace 
one of the world’s most famous and successful 
shooters, Irene van Dyk; an opportunity she 
relishes: “I’m extremely excited about joining 
the new-look Magic side, with a different group 
of players and a new coaching staff to get to 
grips with. I think it will pose different chal¬ 
lenges but essentially I am looking to perform 
week in, week out, and try and make the finals.” 

Despite her rapid rise to success and move 
halfway across the world, Harten has not for¬ 
gotten where her roots he. She still maintains 
the contribution of her Harlow coaches at 
Tegate Netball Club played a very significant 
role in her early development. 

“I’ve always attributed my early success to 
both of my Tegate coaches - Jean Cant and 
Carol Bull. They were amazing in supporting 
and preparing me when I was a young teenager. 
Tegate as a club are netball mad and I wouldn’t 
have wanted to play and learn anywhere else as 
a youngster!”

Harten can’t help but be excited about the 
growth of netball in this country after the 
England team’s resurgence. More than 35,000 
women have been reintroduced to the sport 
since the ‘Back to Netball’ scheme was launched 
in 2010 and the latest figures show participation 
up 34 per cent in the last four years. 

Harten hopes the increased success of the 
national side will translate into greater popu¬ 
larity of the game. “With greater success comes 
greater rewards. The rewards in our case hap¬ 
pen to be increased media coverage and popu¬ 
larity throughout England - long may it con¬ 
tinue,” she said. 

However, for now, Harten is firmly focused on 
preparing for next summer’s challenge of the 
Commonwealth Games in Glasgow and is not 
short of optimism when asked about her side’s 
future potential. 

“The England team are preparing exception¬ 
ally well for the Commonwealth Games, if I am 
lucky enough to make and be a part of that team 
it would be awesome, as I think something very 
exciting is coming for the England team over 
the next two years,” she added.
